Havenga noted that there were 
hopeful signs that the tide of

DOLLAR IMPORTS 


South Africa's reduction of 
total imports by up to £70,-

at the expense of soft currency 
countries unless they could 
quois compstitive prices,

year but the Department of 
Commerce and Industries would 
not hesitate to authorise in-
